To Subordinate Lodges, I. 0. 0. F., of Indiana: 

Brothers— Our lodge room is a third story, 60x80 feet; the cost when built, in 1902, $3,600. Our indebtedn¬ 
ess is $1,870, with $670 of notes with personal security, and $1,200 mortgage on building. We have had death 
benefits and sick benefits to pay until it became impossible for us to meet our interest and insurance, and we 
have assessed our members until a great many have dropped from the lodge. We offered our lodge room to the 
mortgagee for the amount of the mortgage ($1,200) and they refused to accept the building as payment, and on 
account of the mortgage having a defect in it they are going to hold the trustees for payment of claim. We are 
behind with our interest and insurance for the past year, which amounts to $156 and we now have a brother that 
has been almost an invalid for more than two years, and we are far behind with his benefits. We have at present 
some forty-five members in good standing, and unfortunately one-third of them are in the jurisdiction of other 
lodges. We have struggled long and earnestly, but if we can not get help we must perish. We earnestly pray 
that the lodges of the State will immediately and generously come to our relief.
